Althouch tho mnkinc
of rubber coment Is a dnncorous operation
the neluhbcirs uevor objected, for they had

used to tho factory and also bocauso
Campbell had been In tho business for many
years. Campbell had McCutchoon holplng- - him
Id the placo while Knou looked after tho ma-

chinery. Sltico the close of school for tho sum-

mer vacation yoiitic Charles has asslstod his
lather.

Wlillo Mrs. Campboll. Campbell's wifo. was
slttliicon tho rear porch of her home eewinii
about 4 o'clock yestordny afternoon, her son
appeared In tho factory door, whloh faced tho
rear ol tho dwolllnc. and told hit) mother that
be had boon worklns all tho afternoon grind-
ing rubber moistened with bonzine Into jelly.
Tho boy told his mother that ho didn't know
what was tho matter, but tho smell of tho
benrlno mndo him sick, something which had
never happenod to him before.

After tho boy finished speaklnc to his mother
ho want back into tho factory and closed tho
door. A row minutes nftorward Mrs. Camp
bell hoard her husband IauRhlns about some-tblni- ;.

A littlo while later eho heard him call
to tho engineer: "Joe. what Is tho matter?
tho machinery has atoppod." Tho next mo-mo-

thero was an explosion and the entlro
roof of tho factory was blown off and droppod
Into tho next yard. MrR. CampboU u as thrown
from tho chair in which thu had been slttlnc
and rondorod unconscious.

The explosion croatod a small panio in tho
neighborhood, as every house in the block, as
well as those InSanford street, which Is Imme-
diately in tho rear, wero much jarred and
shaken. About thollrst person toroeovcrfrom
the friaht was Thomas Stewart, who Uvos at
214 Walworth almost dlroctly across
the way. Ho seized an und ran around tho
Campbells house toward the factory tn tho
tear. Mrs. Campbell was lylnc on the ctouud.
As alio saw him sho rose fcobly to horleut and
said:" Oh. Htowart, Is my husband killed ?"

"I don't know." responded the man: "hutyou had better cut out of hero. I'll do all that
i can be done."

Mrs. Campbell acooptod his advlco nnd was
taken enro of by Sirs. Crow of 218 Walworth
street. In tho mean time Htowart was en-
deavoring to break Into the faotory. Hn beatagainst the door with his axe. and called to
those inside, but without setting any response.
By this time flames had burst out flerooly. andsparks wero falllnc all over tho yard. About
flftoon feet from tho door of tho factory wero
nve bairels of naphtha, which had been put
there yoHtorday mornlnc Htowart realized
the danger in which ho was placed, and. as
thoro was every reason to heliovo that those in
the building wero dead, he beat a hasty retreat

While this wan eolocon onoot the neighbors
had gone to the moulding mill of White, Pot-
ter & I'uliro. half a block away, and turned In
an alarm of lire. The men from Truck 'J were

rflrUopthe spot but when Mr. Stewart told
.thcm'uf the unphthn they delayed entering tho
yard until the engines arrived and the ground
around tho dangerous barrels had been thor-
oughly flooded. Aftor thla was done It took
the dromon a very short time to extinguish
the blaze.

The walls of the building wero still standing,
and a few d blows with axes
smashed In tho door. Near tho door and lying

- close tocother wore three bodies, so dlsllsrured
that identification was almost lmposilblo. A
fourth body, afterward recognized as that of
Knee was lying Uvo feet away.

Campbell was 44 yoars old. Knoo was 47years eld. and lived at 7tll Slyrtln avenue with
hit wife and six children. Ilo did not work

! regularly for Mr. Campboll, but was employed
during busy periods, and this was his first
work la moro than a month. McCutoheon was
67 years old, and lived at U7fl Do Kalb avenue,
lie leaves three daughters. Mrs. Thomas. Mrs.

schemo, and thnt I was dragsod into it. I wish
now to rotract everything that was snldln that
confession, and wish you would sond for tho
nttornoys intorostod. as I will doclino to sign
tho confosslon."

Warden Wright Immediately notified Dis-

trict Attorney Uurlolgh and Attorney Tortor
by tolophonc. nnd they hurried to tho y.

Aftor a throe hours talk with Gallagher,
Dtetrlot Attornoy llurlolgh camo out and said
that Qallaghor hnd doclnrod under oath that
every statoment ho mado yestorday was abso-
lutely false, and that he. Dompsey.llcatty.ond
Davidson aio guilty as Indicted. Ho broko
down nnd cried likoa child. Warden Wright
says Gallagher had a big bundlo of manu-
script, which ho took ns tho foundation of his
littlo Ppooch. which was propnrod for him on
theoutsldoor tho ponltentlary. and which ho
made yestorday.

It Is thought that the confession was Induced
by the belief that tho Knights of Labor would
havo onongh Influence to heouro his pardon.
Tho story that Davidson went back on Onlla-gh-

hi'oiiih to havn settled him, nnd ho
to rollerate the statement ho mndo on

tho witness stand at tho time Dompsey wub
convicted.

Since the attorneys for Donuwoy have put In
their appllcntlon ror pardon they will havo to
go through with It.

It was nsoortaltied from District Attorney
Burleigh that when Warden Wright
answored Gallagher' summons y tho
latter envo to the Warden two rolls
of manuscript thnt had been prepared
by Iiobort lieatty and dellvorod to
Gallagher by a rangnmnn. Tho manuscript
contained Ileatty's Idea of the way Gnllngher
ought to swear as to certain facts In
the allegod confession Gallagher was
nbout to make. ty which It was
hoped that all would be liberated from
imprisonment.

fable, it also contnined a piece of
nows that startled the Warden.

It showed conclusively that by somndovlces,
unknown to Warden Wright, Beatty wns fully
Informed thnt Davidson had yesterday testl-lle- d

that his testimony when on trial was ab-
solutely true, nnd had thus disappointed thorn.
Gallagher then Informed tho Warden that his
testimony of yesterday was absolutely false,
and that the testimony was given lu pursu-
ance of a plot whoreby all four men should be
liberated Tho Warden then drow up tho fol-
lowing paper, which Gallnghor signed:

Whllo
he conducted the American Hotel a number of
mysterloUB robberies occurred there. A wnr-ra- nt

was Issued for Lindsay on Tuesday
night charging him with robbing n man of tho
namo of Hogors of Niagara Falls, who was
found drunk In "The riennte" one morning
last week. Lindsay was charged with taking n
diamond pin. a cold watch, and Sou In money
from lingers.

minors woro woundod In an attack on the new
men brought In by tho oporators at Weir City,
Kan,, this attornoou. Thoy aro Honry Bolgh,
a man known as "the tiwode,"John Herring
nnd a boy. A Fronch Indian woman, who was
cheering tho men on. wns struck In tho thigh
by a stray bullet. Adjt-Gn- n. Artz has or-

dered two companies of militia from Topoka
and Wichita to the scene. Tho oporators aro
making every effort to roslst tho men who,
nldod by their womon. aro organizing to koop
out tho 1,000 nogroos on thelrwayto Weir City
from Alabama.

ri difficulty originated in this way:
About noon 300 sttlklng minors went to
Clomens's strip pit. Tho strip pit workmen
rofusod to quit work, and tho strikers forcod
an entranco to tho grounds and a battle began
with clubs nnd pistols. About 100 shots woro
fired. Tho strip pit workers woro dofoatod
and ran out of tho grounds.

The stockades, behind which tho conl opora-
tors .expect to put men to work In thononr
future, are fast approaching complotion, nnd.
when they nro finished, tho shafts will present
the uppoaranco of Indian forts.

will meet In Henry's Hall unless hostilities to-
morrow prevent It.

Tho result or the meeting with W. and J,
I.anyon wus tho granting of full pormUsion
for their men to work, for the present at
least, so long as It is shown that no coat Is
shipped. It Is generally believed that If the
strip lilt men. who are nearly all still at work,
do not join In tho strike niter
meeting, force will he used. The strip pit
'operators 'openly declare that they will work
the mines as long ns they can find men who
want work.

UASKED JUEX KILLED MM.
They Were Shocked at Ilia Infatuation for

it Frail Woman,
Qunrcr. III., July 20. --At 11:30 last night

Solomon P. Bradshaw of Qulncy was
called to the door at the residenco of
Mrs. Albort P. Breckonrtdgo in Kingston,
about thirty miles from this city, by a mob
of twonty-flv- o mnsked men and shot
to death. He was 20 years old. and
had been a salesman for tho Singor
Bowing Machine Company, working under
tho direction of D. II. Reiser, tho local agent
for Adams county. Kingston was form-
erly a part of his torrltory, but on
account of stories of his nssociatlon with
Mrs. Breckonrtdgo. and threats of a coato' tar
